THE BECATCR HIGH SCflOOL. 


Synopsis of the History of the Decatur 


High aehool, ae given by liujj't. E. A. 
Gastman, at the First Annual Meeting 
of the Alumni Association, JuneT, 1878. 


I came to Decatur in the eaJly part of 


July, 1880, seeking a position in the 
schools. I had a letter of introduction to 
Hon. J. 8. Post, from C. E. Hovey, Presi- 
dent of the Stale Normal University.— 
Captain Post very kindly introduced me 
to the members of the board of directors, 
consisting of Dr. E. W. Moore, A. T. 
Hill, Esq., and S. K. Swing'ey, Esq. 
At 


the earnest solicitalion of Capt. Post, T 
made application for Ihe principalship of 
the building then known as the Big Brick, 
now ?d Ward, and the only school house 
in tho city. The directors very kindly 
appointed me principal of the primary 
department in that building, at a salary of 
$43 per month for a term of six months. 
When I came to take my place, in the fol- 
lowing September, I found thai n com- 
plete change had taken place in Ihe board 
of directors. 
D. L. Bunn, Lowber Bur- 


rows and W. E. Nelson had been selecled 
in August. Tho two last-named served 
one year, and E. M. Henkle and H. B. 
Durfee were elected to fill their places. 


The schools opened Sept. 18th, 1800, 


and I taught that year in the lower, west 
room of the Big Brick. The arrangement 
of the rooms was different from what it is 
now; the two small rooms in the w>rth 
end of the house were each divided into 
two small recitation rooms, and a teacher 
was provided for each room. Miss May 
Thomas had the west half of what is now 
the primary room. She had a few seats 
in her room where the smallest pupils 
were seated, and she also heard classes 
from my room. The east room was in 
charge of D. A. Tawney, and he was as- 
sistedbyMiss Jordan. 
The principal was 


J. K. Pickett, and he was assisled by his 
wife and Miss Florence E. Daniels. What 
are now the two upper rooms were than 
in one large room seating some 130 to HO 
pupils, who ranged in scholarship from 
the 4th reader to algebra, Latin, &c., &c 


The year passed very pleasantly but 


with nothing worthy of special mention 
I had the misfortune to lose, at the end ol 
the year, $62 of my salary by Ibe failure 
of banks in Ihose' days of "slump tail' 
money. 


During the second year the schools 


were under the management of Messrs 
Bunn, Henkle aud Durfee, but owing to a 
misunderstanding with the other mem 
bcrs, Mr. Bunn resigned near the begin- 
ning of the year. I took charge of the 4th 
reader grade in the lower oast room, and 
had for an assistant Miss Theodosia 


Mr. Pickett, having resigned and re- 


turned.lo Ohio, Mr. D. C. McCloy look 
his place as principal. He was assisted 
by Misses Daniels and Clauipilt. Edwin 
Park, assisted by Miss Otloria Moel'ei 
Mrs. Alexander), had charge of the roon 
hal I had Ihe year before. Mr. McCloy 
vas nol very successful in Ihe manage 
iienlof the school and left, by permission 
f the directors, just one week before 
he term closed—the record says "dis 
nissed for laziness, partiality and wan' 
f mother-wit." 
After the close of the public schools 
Ir. Park and myself taught a three 
iionths subscription school. 
One day in 


une, 
1802, II. B. Durfee stopped me 


about the middle of Bank Avenue, and 
asked at what price I would take charge 
.f the schools as superintendent for the 
coming year. I replied that I would no' 
lo it for less thau the sum paid Mr. Me 
iloy, $80 per month. He agreed to the 
jrice, and at the next meeting of Ihe 
3oard of Directors, then consisting o: 
Messrs. Heuklc, Durfee and Sam. Rea, I 
vas elected the first superintendent o: 
the public schools of Dccatur. 


After consultation with the Board, i 


was determined to put advanced pupils 
ntoone room and call it (he High School 
Accordingly, on September ~~, l*b'>, wa 
held the first session of the Dccatur IIi™l 
School, in t^ie east room, lower btory o 
the second ward school building. Then 
were present us teachers, Frances A- Cast 
man and E. A. Gastman.

About 
one hundred delegates reported. ..

Our report of the Prohibition State 


Convention yesterday closed with the 
announcement of the nominations made. 
The following is the platform adopted : 


THE PLATFORM. 


First—The legal prohibition in the Dis- 


trict of Columbia, the Territories and in 
every other place subject to the laws of 
Congress, of the importation, exportation, 
manufacture nnd traffic of all alcoholic 
beverages as high crimes against society. 
An uthendment of the national constitu- 
tion to render this prohibitory measure 
universal uiul permanent, and the adop- 
tion of treaty stipulations with foreign 
powers to prevent the importation aud ex- 
portation of all alcoholic beverages. 


Seconil— The abolition of class legisla- 


tion and of special privileges in the gov- 
ernment and the adoption of equal suf- 
frage and eligibility to office, without dis- 
tinction of race, religious creed, property 
or sex. 
Third—We demand that all legislation 


should be so enacted and so administered 
us to secure to each person, as nearly as 
possible, the just reward of his own labor, 
and we denounce oil lawlessness, violence 
and fraud, Uat refuses submission to the 
will of the people honestly expressed 
through the ballot. 
Fourth--The suppression by law of lot- 


teries and gambling in gold, stocks, pro- 
duce and every form of money and prop- 
erty nnd the penal inhibition of the use of 
the public mails for advertising schemes 
of Gambling and lotteries. 


Fifth—The abolition of those foul enor- 


mities, polygamy and the social evil, and 
the piotection of the purity, peace and 
happiness of home by ample and efficient 
legislation. 


Sixth—The introduction into all treaties 


hereafter negotiated with foreign govern- 
ments of a pioviRion for the amieat.le set- 
tlement of international difficulties by ar- 
bitration. 


tieccnt/t—The abolition of executive and 


legislative patronage and the election of 
President, Vice President, Tinted States 
Senators and all civil officers, so far as 
practicable, by the diiccl voice of Ihe peo- 
ple. It is the imperative duty of the pres- 
ent coni>i ess, as speedily as possible, to 
provide sonic sure means of pieventmga 
lepetilion of the disgraceful presidential 
muddle of 1877-8. 


Kiy/tl/t—flie 
money 
of 
the nation, 


whether of metal or of paper, should be 
issued exclusively aud directly by the 
government and be made equally a full 
legal tender for all debts, duties and tax 
due the United States, except for the pay- 
meat of such obligations as are by existing 
contracts expressly made payable iu coin. 


Ninth—That the removal of the bur- 


dens, moral, physical, pecuniary and so- 
cial, imposed by the traffic in intoxicating 
drinks, will, in our judgment, emancipate 
labor, and thus practically promote labor 
reform. 


Tenth—The reduction of the salaries of 


public officers in a just ratio with the de- 
cline of wages and market prices. 
The 


abolition of sinecures, unnecessary offices 
and official fees and perquisites. The 
practice of strict economy in the govern- 
ment expenses and a free and thorough 
investigation into any and all alleged 
nouses of public trust. 


The following resolutions had been 


previously introduced by J. H. Wilson, 
of Freeport. and carried amid applause : 


WIIEIIEAS, |The honored chairman of 


this convention, Dr. ,1. F. Simpson was, at 
the late gubernatorial election, a candi- 
date for Governor of the state of Illinois, 
and 


WHEREAS, There is evidence in exist- 


ence to-day that through fraud in various 
counties iu the state he was defrauded 
out of the office of Governor, to which 
we believe the people of the state elected 
him; therefore, 


Rewind, That n. committee be appoint- 


ed by this convention to memoriali/.e the 
next session of the state legislature to ap- 
point a committee to investigate, having 
power to send for persons and papers. 


liexolreil, That we do not contemplate 


any revolutionary measures or to effect 
the title of the present incumbent of that 
office, but simply desire to investigate and 
expose fraud. 


After the adoption of the platform 


the candidates were presented to the 
convention, and both made brief speech- 
es. 
The following are the remarks of 


Mr. Gorin : 
Mr. President nnd frpntlemen of the onvcn- 
Tion: 
I had no intimation until one day this 


week that my name would be presented 
before this convention for any position.— 
I have certainly not spoken a single word 
uponthn subject to anyone unless when 
spoken to first. I have discouraged all I 
could even the presenting of my name, 
not that I do not regard it as highly hon- 
orable, to even have my came placed be- 
fore a convention of such intelligent gen- 
tlemen, engaged in such a high and holy 
cause. I certainly feel profoundly thank"- 
ful to you, gentlemen, for the honor you 
have conferred on me in nominating me 
as the candidate of the Prohibition party 
of the State of Illinois for the responsible 
office of state treasurer. I accept the 
nomination at your hands, pledging you I 
shall do all in my power for the success 
of the ticket. 


The question of state organization 


was next discussed, and the "following 


Retained, That this convention recom- 


mend a thorough organization of the state 
of Illinois, and that the Prohibitionists in 
every county and district in the state art 
advised to call county and district con- 
ventions at an early day aad proceed to 
take steps for the nomination of Prohibi- 
tion candidates for every office, county, 
legislative and congressional to be filled, 
by the voters of the state at the coining 
election. 


The convention afterwards nominated 


candidates for supreme and appellate 
court clerkships, two of the latter be- 
ing taken from the ticket of the "Na- 
tionals." This completed the work of 
the convention, .and it adjourned.

Col. George Scroggs, of the Cham- 


paign Gazette, has been visiting Wash 
ington, and we have heretofore copied 
extracts from his letters to his paper, 
but the last one shows the pernicious 
effects which Washington life has upon 
the unsophisticated western editor— 
provided he be at the same time a 
somewhat susceptible widower. 
This 


last letter of the Champaign colonel 
is nearly five columns in length, and 
fully thres-fourths of it is devoted to 
widows. 
The following is a specimen : 


And, speaking of horses and driving,

[t spans a deep ravine, adown which a 
:iappy little stream leaps singing to the 
river of historic fame. 
At the farther 


end is Cabin John's, although his cabin 
has been recently removed to give place 
to a comfortable two-story frame house. 
John is evidently making money by the 
entertainment and accommodation of 
the jolly crowds who drive out to his 
place. 
He has fitted up several private 


rooms in which meals and luncheons 
are served. These rooms he has care- 
fully ceiled overhead to keep the cham- 
pagne corks from knocking the plaster 
ing off.

D. A. Weber, whose name the scoun- 


drel Anderson has connected with the 
forged agreement, was supervisor of 
West Feliciaan Parish Louisiana. A 
system of brutal terrorism had been

DECATUR, June 7.—The Prohibition 


"Convention" held here yesterday was 
a failure. 
At least two hundred dele- 


gates were expected, and some of the 
brethren put the number that would be 
in attendance as high as five hundred. 
There was a mere handful present—not 
one hundred altogether, and many of 
them were residents of Macon county. 
The fact is that the mass of the tem- 
perance people in the State do not sym- 
pathize with the Prohibition movement, 
and depend more on moral suasion than 
upon legislation to keep men from the 
cup that inebriates. 
One of the breth- 


ren admitted that they had to fight not 
only the anti-temperance men, but also 
"weak-kneed temperance men," and re- 
ligious temperance men," who "should 
have backbone put into them." It was 
also announced that a temperance meet- 
ing was held at Peoria yesterday, so as to 
diminish the attendance at the Prohibi- 
tion Convention. The»e was nothing 
plainer than that the Prohibitionists 
felt that they were very weak, even 
among those from whom they had rea- 
on to expect support, and that tho tcm- 
jerance wave which recently swept over 
Central and Southern Illinois did not 
loat many into the Prohibition camp.— 
in Macon and other counties of Central 
[Hinois thousands have been rescued 
'rom intemperance by the ribbon move- 
ments and saloons have been closed in 
many towns, but there is no reason to 
believe that a large number of those 
persons who wear ribbons will throw 
away their votes on election day by 
casting them for candidates who have 
not the ghost of a chance of being elect- 
ed. The same is true in Egypt of the 
Egyptians. In the counties of Jeffer- 
son and Franklin, where, as one of the 
speakers said, "enough whisky has been 
drunk to float a navy," there is not now 
a single saloon. Democratic politicians 
like Colonel Tom Casey led thered-rib- 
bon movements in those counties, but 
if an old cow were nominated by their 
party, the Democrats would vote for 
her in preference to the nominees of the 
Prohibition or any other party. 
The 


Democrats are "stayers." 
They don't 


go fooling round after strange political 
gods. 
The Prohibitionists can't pro- 


hibit them from voting the Democratic 
ticket, 
No sober Democrat will vote 


the Prohibition ticket. 
The Prohibi- 


tionists don't expect any votes from 
that source. 
An old Democrat, a mem- 


ber of the convention, said it was all 
rigl*, 
anyway; 
the 
Prohibitionists 


couldn't win, but "they could boat the 
dominant party," and of course nothing 
would suit him bettor than to sec the 
Republicans laid out. 
It would be im- 


proper to charge that the convention 
was called in the interest of the Democ- 
racy. !'•:• that would not be strictly true, 
but i..: -il'uei, will bo to take some votes 
from the Republican and none from the 
Democrats. 
Every vote cast by Repub- 


licans for tho Prohibition candidates is 
a vote for the Democracy. 
The Demo- 


crats in the convention appreciated this 
fact, and chuckled over it. 
Tho Pro- 


hibitionists who have been Republicans 
say they hope the Republicans will be 
pumshe'd by defeat for not adopting 
their impracticable notions. 
It is not 


probable that the Prohibitionists will 
poll many more votes than they did 
two years ago, when the number was so 
insignificant that in the official count 
it was classified under the head of "scat- 
tering." 


WASHINGTON, June 7.—The com- 


mittee on investigation of the alleged 
frauds in Louisiana and Florida in con- 
nection with the Presidential election, 
soon after meeting to-day, went into 
secret cession. 


The Potter investigating committee 


was late in throwing open its doors to- 
day, although the members were in at- 
tendance at the usual hour—11 o'clock. 
The time intervening between that and 
3 were spent in secret session, and it 
was understood the business was a criti- 
cal examination and comparison of the 
electoral returns from Louisiana.

Milwaukee and St. Paul Kailroad Com- 
pany gave an order to the celebrated 
plow manufactures, Hirshheimer & Bar- 
clay of LaCrosse, Wisconsin, for a plow 
to be built according to drawings fur- 
nished, which should be the largest 
plow in the world 
When at LaCrosse 


the other day, we were invited to see 
the monster on the stocks and to take 
its measurement 
The plow being now 


ready for delivery we give some weights 
and dimensions which will enable one 
to form some idea of it 
The share 


weighs 382 pounds, the mold-board 180 
pounds, the beam 900 pounds, the coul 
ter and clasp 180 pounds, the clevis 
60 pounds, the standard 134 pounds — 
The sizes of the principal parts are the 
beam is 16| feet long, 10 inches wide 
and 17 inches thick, the land slide is 9 
ftet x 5x2 inches, the standard 40 
inches x 8 x 1-J inches, tho mould board 
8 feet by 26 inches, the share 5£ feet x 
12 inches 
It will cnt a fuuow 37 


inches wide, and is expected to go 
through any obstruction which comes 
in its waj 
The plor 
will be shipped 


to George W Sanborn, superintendent 
of the Iowa and Minnesota division of 
the Chicago, Milwaukee and St Paul 
railway, Mason City, Iowa, and will be 
used in railroad construction, the team 
attached to it being a locomotive 
The 


railroad company look upon it as an ex- 
periment, but the builders are confident 
it will prove a success, and will vastly 
cheapen the ditching of railroads across 
our broad prairies

We shall not attempt to speak of the 


tasteful dresses of the young ladies of the 
graduating class, nor of the showers ol 
boquets which greeted each one. The 
dresses were all pretty, and the boquets 
were dispensed with a laiishness never 
before equalled. 


On the stage, in addition to the gradua- 


ting class and the teachers of the high 
school, were tke officiating clergymen o:

education, and Hon. W. K. Sullivan 
President of the Chicago Board of Educa 
lion, who happened to be in the city, am 
was present as an invited guest.

Dennis, in which the salutations of th 
class were tendered to the school board 
cachers, and the friends of education 
nd it was supplemented by an oration on 
'Books," which was devoted to setting 
orth the importance of books.

(1. It was a glad day for the world whe: 
books were made the vehicles of thought 
Through them we become acquainted wit! 
great men, and get the benefit of 1hei 
deas 
The time will never come whe; 


ve will have no further use for books. 


Then came an essay on " Waiting, " b 


Miss Sarah Bristow. Everything inuatur 


waiting. Winter waits for spring t 


unlock his icy grasp upon vcgetatioi 
Spring waits for summer, and so on.— 
Everybody is waiting. The mother wait 
or the development of intelligence in he 
child. The child waits for the mother 
caress. In youth we wait for the realiza 
lion of hopes cherished in regard to cou 
ng years. 
In manhood %ve wait for ol 


ige, and in old age men wait for death 
Politicians wait for the results of gret 
campaigns, and every man waits for som 
ongcd for good to be. realized in th 
!uture. 


The essay on " Death Scenes 
frou 


Dickens," by Miss Laura Fulton, was th 
next on the programme. Death has bee 
regarded as an evil to be greatly I'enred. 
Dickens' death scenes were calculated to 
correct this idea, and they throw around 
the deathbed scene so much of tenderness 
and love on the part of ministering ones, 
and of hope and peace on the part of the 
dying, that fear is dispelled, and the dying 
hour is relieved of its gloom. 


Where Shall I Write My Name?" was 


the title of the next essay, which was by 
Miss Gussie Hill. In life's journey all 
should have aspirations to rise to the 
highest possible attainments. 
All men 


write their names as they pass on, and the 
ambition should be to write them where 
they may be read with pleasure by sur- 
viving friends when we arc gone. Those 
now leaving school should resolve to write 
their names high on the scroll that bears 
the record of good deeds. 


The next essay on the programme dis- 


cussed "Modern Inventions," and was by 
Miss Carrie Spangler. This production set 
forth the achievements of science in sub- 
jecting the elements and everything in 
nature to the service of man. 
Steam as a 


propelling power was of comparatively 
recent date, and the ingenuity of the 
human mind will contini „ the work of 
invention, so that the next hundred years 
will be as prolific of-new discoveries as 
has been the past century. 


"Be sure you're right, then go ahead," 


was the theme of the next essay, of which 
Miss Laura Montgomery was the author. 
There are two ways in life, and tlie con- 
cern of all should be to choose the right 
way. The right way is a way of light, 
peace and honor. The wrong way is 
dark and dangerous. Men who do right 
are fearless, while those who do wrong 
shrink from observation through fear.— 
Life is not mean, but is grand and glori- 
ous to all who take the right course. 


The next exercise on the programme 


was an oration by John II. Vllrich, on 
"Evolution," in which the true doctrine 
of evolution was explained and erroneous 
opinions in regard to it corrected,[the true 
theory being that all living things are 
constantly changing and taking on new 
forms of life, each change being an ad- 
vance step in the scale of intelligence, 
which proposition was illustrated 


HigeHCe which appear ia the animal

"Chords and Discords" were next dis- 
isssd in an essay by Miss Alida Handy, 
n which the little Jars which interrupt 
le pleasures of social life were illustra- 
id in a somewhat ludicrous manner, 
hich was withal quite true to life. 
The significance of "I Will" was set 
orth in an essay by Miss Maggie Mosser. 
he will was spoken ol as the power to 
ontrol men's lives. What men will they 
an usually accomplish. Illustrations of 
his proposition are afforded in the achieve- 
ments of great men. They rose step by 
tep by the force of their will. In stari- 
ng on life's career we should will to reach 


e highest point possible in the line of 
uman attainments. As a rule to will is 
o succeed. 


An oration on the "Old and Kcw in 
'olitics," was next delivered by Mr. lles- 
on I. Baldwin, in which politics were said 
o be the science of government, and t'ae 
Id and the new in politics were illustra- 
ed by a comparison of governments now 
rith what they were centuries ago. 
The 


iration noted the progress that had been 
made in the direction of good govern- 
nent within the last two centuries, show- 
ng how much better is the new than the 
old. 


Music—German Solo, by Miss Meta 


iatteiger, with flute obligato, by Prof. D. 
S. AVilkinson. 


An essay on "Sparks," by Miss ClaraE. 


Stare, was next in order. Sparks are lit- 
tle things, but powerful for good or evil. 
A spark from an engine fires a building 
and spreads devastation through a city.— 
A spark kindles the fire on the hearth- 
stone, and thus becomes a minister of 
comfort. 
Sparks of intelligence have 


produced light which has been a guide to 
us in all the ages. 


Miss Abbic Pratt'a essay dealt with 


" Ideals," in which it was shown that all 
have their ideal of life. From childhood 
all are laying plans for the future. Our 
ideals, like the clouds, are constantly 
changing in early life, but in riper years 
become more fixed and stable. Life is 
modified by the ideals formed in the 
mind, and for that reason they should em- 
body what is pure and good. 


An essay on "Woman Suffrage," by Miss 


Ella Boyer, indicated plainly that the es- 
sayist is not in the movement. The pro- 
duction showed that the motives, of those 
who oppose woman suffrage arc miscon- 
strued. They have no wish to oppress 
woman, but to elevate her by assigning 
women to their proper place in the home 
circle, where their example and virtues 
may.shine as a guiding'star for their house- 
holds. 


An essay on "Seven," by Miss Elle Us- 


roy, discussed the extensive use of that 
word in Scripture and in literature, com- 
mencing by repeating the table of seven 
in the multiplication. A synopsis of this 
essay would be somewhat difficult, on ac- 
count of its peculiarity, and w e content 
ourselves by saying that it developed 
much ingenuity on the part of the writer, 
and afforded considerable amusement for 
the audience. 


"Soap and Civilization" was the theme 


i'or an oration by Mr. Charles A. Ewlng, 
in which the history of soaps generally 
was discussed, and the recipe for their 
manufacture given, winding up with the 
connection of soap with civilization. 


The essay by Miss Mary Conner inquir- 


ed "Which Way?" In the start of life 
two ways are open to all. It is for each 
to choose which way he will take. In 
one lies peace and prosperity, in the other 
is darkness and trouble. Therefore the 
question "Whichway'" is an important 
one to all. Frequent reference was made 
to the life and death of Joan of Arc, and 
to tke triumph of our own Marie Von 
Eisner. 


An oration on -'Capital and Labor," by 


James F. Moore, argued against any con- 
flict between the two, and suggested the 
means by which the two elements in socie- 
ty may be harmonized and made to con- 
tribute to the mutual benefit of both. 


The contents of "An Old Bureau 


[tinted 1900]," were then taken out by Miss 
Ella Bear and exhibited to the audi- 
ence in a most amusing manner, and by 
the time the lastj article in the fourth 
drawer was held up to the view of the 
audience each member of the graduating 
class had been thoroughly dissected. 


The closing essay and valedictory wcic 


by Miss Nellie Pratt, who diseased the 
proposition, "The mill can never grind 
with the water thnt is past.'1 The essay 
was supplemented with appropriate part- 
ing words to friends, the board of educa- 
tion, the teachers, and to classmates. 


Of the above exercises it may be said 


truthfully that they were fully up to the 
average of those of fortuer years, as re- 
gards the ability displayed in the several 
productions, and aluo in their rendition. 


The essayists and orators delivered their 


productions in clear and distinct voice, 
which could be heard in any part of the 
house, and, without exception, the essays 
and orations were such as would reflect 
credit upon their authors. 


Following the exercises by the graduat- 


ing class the diplomas were awarded by 
Dr. W. A. Barnes, President of the Board 
of Education, and following this was the 
class song {composed by Miss Elle Usrey, 
and which was rendered in fine style.— 
The words were as follows:

TEACHEBS' OBAJXB 


WAHBENSBORG, Iii., June 8, 1878. 


EDS. REPUBLICAN:—Nothing alioutyour 


paper has pleased and interested me so 
much as the opening of the Educational 
Column. 
When on several occasions 


Prof. Trainer requested and challenged 
opinions on various school topics, I sup- 
posed, of course, the teachers of the 
county would rise en masse to aniwer, I 
have been much surprised that they did 
not. If I have correct ideas of a teacher's 
duty, it is not merely to spend six hours a 
day in the school-room, but rather to ad- 
vance education, which includes increase 
of knowledge, elevation of good motives, 
higher and purer ambitions, better and 
kinder social lives, first in the district 
which pays him, and second m every way 
which would add to the efficiency of 
common schools in genera). I have seen no 
plan which is more likely to bring school 
questions home to the people than earnest 
words spoken in behalf of our common 
school system through the columns of our 
home papers. These words from the men 
and women whose profession is teaching 
should bo candidly and freely spoken.— 
Let us hear from the rank and file of the 
Macon county teachers. 


Meantime may I proffer one suggestion? 


I have spent many years in the school- 
room, both as pupil and teacher, and owe 
much more to the common schools than I 
can ever repay. Though now on the retir- 
ed list, and with an abundance of employ- 
ment, there is no topic of such interest as 
school improvement. So since no one else 
speaks I give my opinion oil the advisa- 
bility of 
raising I his grade on public 


examinations for teachers. 
I have only 


given cursory glances at the list of ques- 
tions as printed by the papers, but have 
no hesitation in saying that at present 
there should be no increase, cither in the 
difficulty of the questions, or in the re- 
quired knowledge of the topics which 
would be needed to answer them. I pre- 
sume the question is suggested because 
the fact is evident that many poor teach- 
ers hold certificates, and the present 
system of securing, or endeavoring to 
secure, competent 
instructors is often 


eminently unsatisfactory. But I do not 
think that an increase in the required 
grade of scholarship would help us at all. 
Many persons arc capable of acquiring 
knowledge who are utterly incapable of 
impar'ing it to others. Probably the only 
test ol a good teacher is actual success in 
the school-room, and among the people.— 
Good recommendations would be an ex- 
cellent supplement to a good certificate. 
Let every successful teacher ask Ihem of 
his employers, the directors, and other 
persons, whose opinion he values and 
who have witnessed his work. If I were a 
school director I would, unhesitatingly, 
pay higher wages to a teacher with a sec- 
ond grade certificate, than to one holding 


first grade, f the former brought a 


recommendation from our county superin- 
tendent as to energy, ability, earnestness 
ind interest in school affairs and other 
essential qualifications of a good teacher, 
ind the latter came without such recom- 
mendation. Doubtless in many cases the 
examiners own private judgment would 
3e of more value in deciding whether a 
candidate did, or did not, deserve a certi- 
ficate lhan would a whole table full of 
questions fully and completely answered, 
jut no examiner would like the responsi- 
bility that such a course would incur.— 
There is one way to have good teachers. 
When you find one do him honor. 
Let 


our towns vie with each other to become 
,hc residences of good men and women 
whose calling is teaching. Pay them such 
wages as will hold them in our county. 
Pay them so that they can lay up some- 
thing to live upon when too old for actual 
school work, and the communities -where 
hey reside and the whole county will be 
benclittcd and amply repaid.
